James Theodore Goodwin (James Martin, George), born Oct. 
23, 1860, in Water Valley, Miss., married, first, March 12, 1885, 
at Taylor's, Miss., Mollie A. Sisk, born in 1866. She died July 
26, 1888. Mr. Goodwin was married, secondly, in Water Valley 
to Katie Cleggert Price, born March 12, 1866, in Eichwood, Va., 
a daughter of Thomas Jefferson and Hattie {Marquette) Price. 
By occupation he was a foreman in railroad shops, in politics a 
Democrat and in religion a Presbyterian. They resided in Water 
Valley, Miss. Children by first wife: i. Jessie Pauline, born 
Sept. 7, 1886, died Nov. 19, 1887; ii. Paul Melville, born Jan. 
12, 1888, died July 12, 1888. Children by second wife : iii. Hat- 
tie Price, born July 21, 1891; iv. Hugh Thomas, born May 16, 
1893; v. Flora Dee, born May 27, 1895; vi. James William, 
born Nov. 19, 1897. 

Crawford Goodwin (George), born Dec. 31, 1820, in Callo- 
way county, Ky., married Oct. 25, 1848, in Fayette county, Miss., 
Sarah Frances Hunt, born in 1830 in Dekalb county, Ga. By 
occupation he was a painter. They reside (1899) in Grenada, 
Miss. Children: i. Zachery I., born 1849, married Elenora 
Hooper; ii. Alice, married Peter Bradshaw; iii. Ella, married 
E. L. Weatherby; iv. Lula, married S. E. Shutz. 

EABUN CO., N. C. (GEOEGIA?), GOODWINS. 
The family tradition is that one brother remained in Virginia, 
while the other brother removed to Eabun county, N. C. I have 
not been able to identify Eabun as a county in North Carolina. 
Perhaps it should be Eabun county, Georgia, which is on the 
North Carolina line. The grandchildren of Thaddeus Goodwin 
say that, so far as they know, he was the only child of the brother 
who moved South. 
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Thaddeus Goodwin, born about 1780 in Eabun county, 
removed at an early age to Pickens District, S. C. He married 

Elizabeth , who died at the home of her son Joshua, in 

Wilkes county, Ga., aged eighty-five years. It should be remem- 
bered that the "Goodwins of South Carolina and Kentucky," de- 
scending from Eobert Goodwin, resided in the county adjoining 
Pickens. Children: i. Joshua, born October, 1805, married, first, 
Elizabeth Pruitt, second, Malzie Eeton; ii. Thaddeus, lived in 
Anderson, S. C; iii. John, lived in Cherokee county, Ga. ; iv. 
Simeon, lived in Cherokee county, Ga. ; v. Reuben, married and 
lived in South Carolina and had no children; vi. Berry (Green- 
berry ?), lived in Pitkins county, S. C; vii. Barbara; viii. 
daughter; ix. daughter. 

Joshua Goodwin (Thaddeus), born October, 1805, in the 
Pickens District, S. C, was married, first, January 18, 1829, at 
Anderson, S. C, to Elizabeth Pruitt, who died August 15, 1847, 
in Anderson District. Mr. Goodwin was married, second, in 
1849, to Malzie Eeton, who survives him, and resides with her son 
in Tignal, Wilkes county, Ga. Mr. Goodwin was a farmer. He 
died in Wilkes county March 20, 1884. Children by first wife : 
i. William Henry, who has a son of the same name living in 
Monroe, Ga. ; ii. Charles Jackson, who lived and died in Alton, 
111., leaving several sons and daughters ; iii. Simeon Greenberry, 
who lived and died at Friend Dill, Tenn., leaving several daugh- 
ters and one son, David Joshua, now in the Indian Territory ; iv. 
John Williamson, died young; v. James Thomason, who died 
leaving one son; vi. David Wesley, born February 15, 1838, mar- 
ried Lucretia Clay Middleton; vii. Clarissa Emaline, married 

Chastain; viii. Jane Caroline, born February 14, 1843, 

married Joshua L. Newson; ix. Mary Ann, married

David Wesley Goodwin (Joshua, Thaddeus), born February 
15, 1838, in Anderson District, S. C, was married in 1859, in 
Greene county, to Lucretia Clay Littleton, born in 1844, in War- 
ren county, Ga., a daughter of James Madison and Abigail 
[Gheesling) Littleton. Mr. Goodwin is a merchant, and resided 
in Greensboro and (1899) Crawford, Ga. He is a Democrat and 
a Methodist. Children: i. Emma Dodd, born June 21, 1861, 
married Dr. J. H. Gheesling; ii. Joshua Austin, born April 6, 
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1866, married Georgia Cornell; iii. Abigail Walker, born Feb- 
ruary 14, 1808; iv. Mary, born June, 1875; v. Henry, born May 
4, 1877. 

Jane Caroline Goodwin (Joshua, Thaddeus), born February 
14, 1843, near Anderson, S. C, was married in 1877 in Wilkes 
county, Ga., to Joshua L. Newsom, born in 1850, in Glasscock 
county, Ga. Mr. Newson is a farmer, and they reside near 
Grovetown, Ga. No children. 

VIRGINIA AND KENTUCKY GOODWINS AND 
GOODINS. 

This is one family whose power of resistance has proved greater 
than my strength of pull, and the result is the few fragments 
which may be pieces of one or of two families. The origin of 
the family may be indicated by the records of Captain Harrod's 
company in 1781, which was recruited principally in Jefferson 
and Shelby counties, Ky., and contained the names of Samuel 
and Isaac Goodwin. As the earliest known ancestor in this fam- 
ily was an Isaac Goodin, born in Virginia, having a son Samuel, 
among others, and living in Hardin county, Ky., before 1800, it 
is quite possible that he was the Isaac, with a brother Samuel, in 
Captain Harrod's company. Mr. J. C. Goodin, of Loudoun 
county, Va., has no knowledge of this family. 

Isaac Goodin, born in Virginia, was living in Hardin county, 
Ky., before 1800. Children: i. John; ii. Samuel; iii. James; 
iv. Thomas, born 1802, married Polly Edelen. 

Thomas Goodin (Isaac), born in 1802 in Hardin county, Ky., 
was married about 1826, to Polly Edelen, born in 1803, in Hardin 
county, a daughter of Eichard Edelen. Mr. Goodin was a farmer, 
and resided all his life in Hardin county. His wife died in 
1871, and he died in 1872. Children: i. George Washington, 
born 1829, married, first, Sallie Adams, second, Mary Jane Ed- 
elen; ii. Kobert, born 1831, married Eose Ann Warren; iii. 
Jane, born 1834, married John Lehman; iv. Elizabeth, born 
1837, unmarried; v. Susan, born 1839, unmarried; vi. David, 
born 1841, unmarried. 

Robert Goodin (Thomas, Isaac), born 1831, in Hardin county, 
Ky., was married in 1853 to Eose Ann Warren, born in 1830, in 
Hardin county, a daughter of James and Sallie (Ilarrel) War- 
ren. Mr. Goodin is a brick contractor, residing in Lebanon, Ky. 
Children : i. Warren Thomas, born 1855 ; ii. Mary Teresa, born
